HE Staff of Commander Fleet Air, 
Quonset Point (Short title ComFair- 
Quonset) was organized early in 1943 
primarily to relieve the Commander Air 
Force, Atlantic Fleet of the routine details 


of forming and 
training carrier 
air groups and 


earrier aircraft 
service units. 

The naval avi- 
ation training 
load, beginning 
about the time of 
commissioning of 
this staff, had be- 
came very great. 
During the first 
year of the war 
it had been dem- 
onstrated con- 
clusively that 
naval aviation 
would play a 
major role in winning the Pacific war and, 
as a result, aircraft carriers were begin- 
ning to be completed in rapid succession. 
Just as rapidly it was imperative to pro- 
vide air groups with superior training 
and ready for combat at the completion 
date of each carrier. Additional air groups 
in a state of combat readiness were needed 
to serve as replacement units. 

This training program reached rather

large proportions and since many air 
groups destined for both Atlantic and 


Pacific areas were forming simultaneously 
on the East Coast, it was necessary to 
utilize airfields wherever suitable ones 
might be constructed. Consequently, Com- 
FairQuonset was actively engaged in 
training from Key West to Lewiston, 
Maine, and as far inland as Grosse Isle, 
Michigan, 

In order to carry out the assigned mis- 
sion of the command and to do so in 
the time allotted, it became necessary in 
many instances to set up specialized de- 
tachments to handle particular phases of 
the training problem. The rocket train- 
ing detachment provided rocket firing and 
assessment facilities and instructors in 
all training areas under the command. 
Similarly, an Air Support training group 
was created to provide facilities and in- 
struction for the air support training of 
all air groups. The activities of this de- 
tachment superseded the previous ar- 
rangements for joint Army-Navy exer- 
cises, 

Ground Controlled Intercept Units were 
established under ComFairQuonset to 
provide training in fighter direction and 
combat tactics. In addition to their 
primary purpose, these units provided in- 
valuable training for fighter director offi- 
cers and assisted in developing Ground 
Controlled Intercept procedures. 

A night atack combat training unit was 
established under ComFairQuonset early

_AAF Reorganizes Bases 
in U. S. and Overseas 


All Army Air Force bases in this coun- 
try and overseas will be reorganized into 
“wing” units to bring inter-dependent 
AAF groups at each field under one 
commander. 

Primarily designed to unify and utilize 
more effectively combat and service ele- 
ments, the sweeping reorganization began 
15 Aug. with the revamping of 16 AAF 
bases in this country, and is expected to 
be completed by the end of the year. 

The reorganization subordinates four 
functional groups of combat, maintenance 
and supply, base services, and hospitaliza- 
tion units to a wing capable of sustained 
field operations. Each service type func- 
tional group organizes its squadrons and 
sections into self-administrative units 
capable of independent action with paral- 
lel units from the combat group within 
the wing’s command. 

AAF spokesmen described the change, a 
result of nearly two years’ study, as a 
move to increase the combat units’ mo- 
bility, flexibility, and fighting effective- 
ness. Personnel savings are anticipated 
when the consolidation is completed. 

To provide for the historical continua- 
tion of AAF units, wings will carry the 
same designations as had been assigned 
to the original combat groups—the wing 
which will include the 307th Bomb Group, 
for instance, will be the 307th Wing. 

The first 16 AAF bases which under- 
went reorganization 15 Aug. are:

A-Bomb May Force Small Units 


Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, command- 
ing general of the Armed Forces Special 


al Convention of the 11th Armored Divi- 
sion Association at Chicago 15 Aug., said 
that the atomic bomb has not greatly 
changed basic military principles. 

General Groves predicted some changes, 
however, as follows: 

“The threat of the atomic bomb may well 
reduce the size of units in combat. Big supply 
depots, ports and even troop concentrations 
will not be possible, 

“JT do not see how large armies can be sup- 
ported in combat. I anticipate the use of 
widely dispersed small forces—combat team 
size and even smaller—their equipment light 
—their supplies limited—not only air sup- 
ported by probably air transported and air 
supplied. The junior commander will have 
great opportunities to distinguish himself 
but he must be capable of independent deci- 





sion. He will not, in most instances, be able

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Joint Pay Study 


Ranking officers of the Joint Pay Com- 
mittee met 21 Aug. and established a staff 
of working committees to conduct de- 
tailed studies of special phases of pay and 
retirement in the Armed Services. 

Five subcommittees were set up, and 
each was assigned a specific phase of the 
problem and a list of tasks it is to handle. 
The subcommittees are to go to work im- 
mediately on these projects. 

The work of the subcommittees will be 
under the continuous review of the rank- 
ing Service representatives on the Joint 
Pay Committee—Vice Adm. William M. 
Fechteler, USN, Brig. Gen. John B. Dahl- 
quist, USA. Rear Adm. Raymond T. Me- 
Sligott. USCG. Brig. Gen. Merritt B. 
Curtis. USMC, Comdr. Francis L. Gallen, 
USC&GS, and Dr. W. P. Dearing of the 
USPHS. 

It is likely that the Joint Pay Commit- 
tee or these ranking officers will meet 
again until after Labor Day. In the mean- 
time, the snbcommittees will conduct 


their assigned studies. 





Navy Selection Boards 

The Navy will convene selection boards 
this Fall to consider Rear Admirals for 
continuation on the active list and for 
the selection of Captains to flag rank. 

No decision has yet been made on 
whether boards will meet to consider offi- 
cers for promotion to Commander, Lieu- 
tenant Commander, and Lieutenant. Be- 
cause of a surplus and the forthcoming 
reversions of 200 temporary line Cap- 
tains, there definitely will be no selec- 
tions to that grade. 

With all flag officers in their proper 
place on the lineal list, the Navy esti- 
mates that only three or four Rear Ad- 
mirals have completed four years’ service 
in grade and 34 vears’ total commissioned 
service to be eligible for selection for 
continuation. 

The Navy plans to count each date of 
rank as the base for computing four years’ 
service in flag rank, and apparently to 
disregard flag officers who are slated to 
retire this year. It is estimated that the 
three or four officers to be considered for 
continuation will be selected for continu- 
ation, because there is no need now to 
create vacancies in flag grades. 

A board to select Captains for promo- 
tion to Rear Admiral will meet to con- 
sider Captains senior to the Class of 1919, 
who are assured at least two statutory 
selections to flag rank before being re- 
tired as Captains with 31 years’ service. 





13th AF Moves Ha. 

Maj. Gen. E. L. Bubank, Commanding 
the Thirteenth Air Force in the Philip- 
pine Islands, has announced that Head- 
quarters, Thirteenth Air Force, will be 
transferred from Ft. William McKinley, 
near the City of Manila, to the Clark 
Field Army Air Base, Ft. Stotsenberg, 
Pampanga Province. 

The move is in accordance with previ- 
ously announced plans for withdrawal of 
United States Armed Forces to the Pam- 
panga area. PHILRYCOM will assume 
jurisdiction of Ft. William McKinley upon 
movement of the Thirteenth Air Force. 
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New Defense Agencies 
To Begin about 15 Sept. 


According to the schedule being worked 
out by Secretary Forrestal, he will take 
office as Secretary of Defense about 15 
Sept., or shortly thereafter, at which time 
President Truman will make the addi- 
tional appointments to the various beards 
and agencies provided under the National 
Security Act of 1947. 

President Truman on 21 Aug. an- 
nounced the expected appointments of 
those to head the three Departments 
under the National Security Esta!ylish- 
ment. Kenneth C. Royall, present Secre- 
tary of War, will become Secretary of 
the Army; John L. Sullivan, now Under 
Secretary of the Navy, will be Secretary 
of the Navy, and W. Stuart Symington, 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, will 
take over as the first Secretary of Air. 
The appointments, all of which were 
forecast in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL 
of 28 June, will become effective when 
Secretary Forrestal takes the oath of of- 
fice as Secretary of Defense. 

As for the present agencies which will 
be continued, even though under changed 
names, such as the Departments of the 
Army, the Navy, the Air Force, and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, transitionary pro- 
grams are being drafted so that there 
will be as little interference ag possible 
when the changeover occurs. Rather, it 
is the general idea that the new set-up 
will come about largely through slow 
changes and growth rather than through 
revolutionary and sudden alterations. 

As reported in last week’s ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, the basic study as far as 
the War Department and the Air Force 
is concerned is that drawn up by board 
of officers headed by Maj. Gen. William 
BH. Hall, USA, which is serving as a gen- 
eral guide for further studies and rec- 
ommendations to the new Secretary and 
to the War Council. Further excerpts 
from that board's studies follow: 

The Adjutant General 

Will the Army postal service continue to 
serve the Army and the Air Forces; or the 
Army exclusively? 

A: A Postal Service should be operated by 
the Department of Army to serve the Army 
and the Air Force, utilizing available trans- 
portation and personnel of both departments. 
Later this service could be combined, if it 
is found desirable, with the corresponding 
service of the Nevy to create an Armed 
Forces Postal Service under the operation 
of one of the departments, or under such 
joint agency as may be created for the pur- 
pose. 

Under unification should each department 
of the armed forces operate disciplinary bar- 
racks? 

A: No. The Army has had considerable 
experience in this field and now has estab- 
lished working installations for this purpose. 
Under unification the Army should operate 
Disciplinary Barracks under the principle of 
cross service, and overall policy guidance 
would be furnished by representative of both 
departments, and a representative from the 
Joint Staff, Personnel and pay would be 
furnished to the Army by the Air Forces in 
line with policy formulated by the joint 
agency.

What functions are now being performed 
by the Judge Advocate General of the War 
Department for the air forces and will the

Judge Advocate General for the Army under 
unification perform them for the Air Force? 

A: The functions of: a. Military Justice 
(appellate review of general court-martial 
cases under Article of War 50%), b. Military 
Affairs (interpretations of law, etc.),‘c. Con- 
tracts (Procurement), d, Military Reserve- 
tions (real estate), e. Patents, f. Claims and 
Litigations, now being performed by the 
Judge Advocate General of the War Depart- 
ment and as they pertain to Air Force ac- 
tivities will be transferred to the Department 
of Air Force. 

Will there be three separate and independent 
legal systems for the armed forces? 

A: Legal systems as they pertain to the 
individual departments will continue to be 
operated separately by the chief legal officers 
of the three departments, However, uniformity 
of policy and standardization of procedure 
will be accomplished by the establishment 
of a joint agency of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Will each department have a chief legal of- 
ficer and necessary officer and other assis- 
tants to perform legal work in the depart- 
ments? 

A: Yes, Each department will have its own 
Chief Legal Officer and the personnel to per- 
form legal functions, except for such common 
functions as may be assigned by t’:e Secre- 
tary of National Defense to one department 
for operational purposes, 

Will it be necessary, under unification, to 
exercise any control of legal matters on the 
level above the three departments? 

A: Yes. Policy control through an agency 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff is necessary in 
order to insure uniformity in the adminis- 
tration of military justice, preparation of 
contracts, the interpretation of law, and other 
legal matters. 

What economies in personnel and funds 
would result from reorganization of legal ac- 
tivities? 

A: None, Due to the transfer of functions 
to the Department of Air Forces and the 
need for a policy agency above the level of 
the three departments, there wil] be a slight 
increase in requirements for personnel and 
funds. 

Chaplains 

Should there be a chief of chaplains over 
all three departments? 

A: No, not under the existing organiza- 
tional concept. Coordinated and unified ac- 
tion would be obtained by the three Chiefs 
of Chaplains or their representatives func- 
tioning through joint committees or boards. 

Should there be a joint chaplain board? 

A: Yes, for the purpose of coordination pol- 
icy and procedures, and insuring the com- 
mon use of facilities and services, 

Should there be a chief of chaplains for 
each department? 

A: Yes. 

Should there be a basic chaplain school 
common to all three departments? 

A: Yes. Use should be made of one school, 
such as that now operated by the War De- 
partment, under approved joint policies of 
the three departments for the basic training 
of clergymen coming into the chaplaincy from 
civilian life. The cost of such a program 
would be borne proportionately by all three 
departments. Each department would fur- 
nish a proportionate part of the teaching staff. 
In addition, this school should be utilized in 
the Reserve training program. 

Should there be a common advanced pro- 
fessional training school for chaplains? 

A: No. Each department should include 
chaplains in its career planning program. 
Chaplains should partitipate with other offi- 
cers of the department in attending schools 
in the educational system of the department. 
For advanced specialized professional train- 
ing, Chaplains should be sent to civilian pro- 
fessional schools at regular intervals as part 
of the career planning program of their de- 
partment. 

How should chaplain supplies be handled 
under unification? 

A: One department, Army, Navy or Air 
Force, as determined by Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense, should procure, store and dis- 
tribute chaplain supplies for all three depart- 





Special Services 

Should the Army continue to administer 
special services activities after unification? 

A: Yes, the Army could well continue this 
operation with the Air Force furnishing a 
proportionate part of the personnel and funds. 
The common service agency thus provided 
would be subject to overall policy direction 
by a joint agency of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

How should special services activities be 
handled under unification? 

A: a, The Army Motion Picture Service, 
essentially a service and dividend producing 
commercial agency, should continue to serve 
the Army and Air Force as at present, Con- 
tracts with film producers and routing of 
films will be simplified and economics of per- 
sonnel achieved through this method. Ulti- 
mately one agency should conduct motion 
picture operations for the National Defense 
Establishment. 

b. The Army Exchange Service falls into 
the same category as a above—ultimately 
one organization should operate the Post Ex- 
changes to the Ships Stores for all compo- 
nents of the National Defense Dstablishments. 

ec. There should be established a joint 
agency for Welfare and Recreation to formu- 
late overall uniform policies. Each. depart- 
ment should administer its own program for 
welfare and recreation and each will estimate 
and defend any appropriated funds for this 
purpose. Maximum utilizations should be 
made of all existing facilities and services 
on a cross-service basis. 

Public Information 

Should there be a public information agency 
for the national defense establishment under 
unification? 

A: Such an agency fis necessary to coordi- 
nate matters among the three departments 
and establish uniform policy. This agency 
should be a part of the administrative organ- 
ization of the Office of the Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense. 

What is the recommended organizational 
set-up for public information? 

A: Generally speaking, the top agency 
would be composed of a Director with a mini- 
mum-sized staff but with necessary assistants 
drawn from the three departments. The 
agency would have policy supervision and co- 
ordination over Public Relations and Legis- 
lative and Liaison matters for the Secretary of 
National Defense. The Secretaries of the three 
departments should, however, each have a 
Chief of Public Information with full in- 
formation responsibility for his department. 

Is it necessary for each of the three de- 
partments to have a public relations organ- 
ization? 

A: A Public Relations organization is nec- 
essary to the National Defense Establish- 
ment, The characteristics peculiar to each 
of the three departments remain despite uni- 
fication, and interpretation of the activities 
of each to the public must be made by qual- 
ified individuals within each of the depart- 
ments, Therefore, it is believed that a Pub- 
lic Relations organization should continue for 
each department, However, top level coordi- 
nation should be fixed in the Public Rela- 
tions subsection of the Office, Chief of Public 
Information, under the Secretary of National 
Defense. - 

Should the secretary of national defense 
have a public relations office? 

A: It is necessary that the Secretary of

National Defense have a means of communi- 
cating public matters to the public. He must 
be available to the public press and conse- 
quently must have the mechanics for han- 
dling this situation, Moreover, it is neces- 
sary for the Secretary of National Defense 
to exercise policy control and supervision 
over the public relations activities of the 
three departments. 

How will legislative and liaison matters be 
handled in the national defense establishment? 

A: In order to coordinate integrate legis- 
lative matter of the Armed Forces it will be 
necessary to organize a small Legislative and 
Liaison Section in the Office, Chief of Public 
Information, under the Secretary of National 
Defense, There would also continue to be cor- 
responding officers in each of the depart- 
ments, The Chief, Legislative and Liaison 
Office of the Secrteary of National Defense, 
would be responsible for the preparation of 
the legislative programs of the Armed Forces, 
the coordination of legislative matters within 
the National Defense Establishment, and the 
regulation of contacts with the Congress. The 
Legislative and Liaison Officers of the three 
departments will operate under the policy 
guidance of the Secretary of National De- 
fense and the direction of the Secretary of 
the department in which located. 

Inspector General 

How will Inspector General services be pro- 
vided for the United States Army and the 
United States Air Force under the proposed 
plan of unification? 

A: The United States Army and the United 
States Air Force will each continue to be 
responsible for Inspector General activities 
within its command jurisdiction, and each 
will retain its inspection organization to dis- 
charge this responsibility. 

Will the secretary of national defense re- 
quire an Inspector General? 

A: No. The Secretary of National Defense 
wil] utilize the inspection organizations of 
the departments, Coordination and standard- 
ization between the departments will be ac- 
.complished by a joint agency. Investigations 
for which the inspection organization of one 
of the departments is not suitable will be 
conducted by an agency designated by the 
Secretary of National Defense. 

(Provost Marshal 

How will the Provost Marshal functions be 
performed? 

A: Each department will have an organiza- 
tion to perform the police function for in- 
ternal control. 

A joint agency will establish common poli- 
cies and procedures applicable to the Na- 
tional Defense Establishment. 

Common Provost Marshal functions will 
be performed under the principle of cross- 
servicing on a geographical, functional, or 
other basis. 

Finance 

What agency will formulate common finance 
policies and procedures for the national de- 
fense establishment? 

A: An agency of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
will be established for this purpose. This 
joint agency wil] also act as the finance ad- 
visory agency for the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Where is the responsibility placed concern- 
ing the furnishing of finance service within 
each department? 

A: The furnishing of finance service within 
‘a particular department is the responsibility 
of that department. However, to avoid dupli- 
cation, common services will be performed on 
a cross-service basis. In the event of failure 
to resolve a question as to who shall perform 
certain services, the matter will be referred 
to the joint financial agency for decision. 
The Chief Finance officer of each department 
will implement policies within his department 
and will be responsible for furnishing finance 
service to his department under the overall 
—— promulgated by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

How is it proposed to perform common fi- 
nance functions? 

A: It is proposed to perform these func- 
tions on the principle of cross-servicing un- 
-der the policy control of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Chemical 

How will common chemical warfare policies 
be developed? 

A: A joint agency will be formed under 











the Joint Chiefs of Staff for this purpose. 

Will a chemical warfare function be re. 
quired in the Air Force? 

A: Yes. The implications of future war 
fare require a high degree of attention to 
this function on the part of the Air Force 
Department, The Air chemical function will 
be performed by personnel organically as- 
signed to the Air Force Department, and/or 
those detailed from other departments. 

What agency should be responsible for basic 
instruction of officers assigned to chemical 
warfare activities? 

A: The Army (Chemical Corps) should con- 
duct a school of basic instruction for the 
three departments. The school should be 
staffed by instructors from each department 
and the curriculum agreed upon by the de 
partments. 

Engineers 

What will each department require in the 
way of @ civil engineering function? 

A: Each department now performs and will 
continue to perform a civil engineering fune- 
tion to the degree essential to command con 
trol. 

Who shall perform military construction? 

A: Military construction will be performed 
by one department for another, on the basis 
of cross-service under policies established by 
a joint construction agency of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 

Construction should meet the requirements 
of the department that supplies the funds. 
In the general case, the needs of the Army 
on the ground will be the greatest and in 
such case the Army should be charged with 
responsibility for the furnishing of construe- 
tion means. 

How will supply of common engineer items 
be handled? 

A: Supply, procurement, and maintenance 
functions for common items should be as- 
signed by proper authority to the depart- 
ment having major interest in, or the basic 
use of, the items, 

Each department concerned should partici 
pate in the preparation of specifications. 

Catalog identification should be unified. 

Total requirements and .supply control 
should be functions of the department fur- 
nishing the funds and should be budgeted by 
that department. 

Supplies peculiar to one department should 
be stored and issued through that depart- 
ment’s system, Common supplies should be 
stored and issued through the purchaser's 
system until they reach the level of a self- 
sustaining command, or its line of communi- 
cation. 

Each individual article of engineer equip 
ment should be developed and procured by 
one department. Since the Army interest in 
almost all articles of engineer equipment ex 
ceeds the interest of the other departments, 
articles of engineer equipmnt, other than 
those intended for airborne use, should be 
developed and procured by the Army. 


Quartermaster 

When the Air Force Department is estabd- 
lished, how will it meet its initial require 
ments for officers trained in Quartermaster- 
type activities? 

A: Officer personnel for Quartermaster-type 
organizations and administrative functions 
in the Air Force should be provided by Air 
Force officers currently performing these 
functions, or being trained for such duties, 
and by the transfer of officers from the Quar- 
termaster Corps to the Air Force, The Air 
Materiel Command is currently performing 
many of these functions. 

By whom will Air Force personnel—com 
missioned and enlisted—be trained in the 
Quartermaster-type specialties of food service 
and commissary operation? 

A: On-the-job training should be a function 
of the Air Force. Technical School training 
should be performed in schools such as: the 
Food Service Schools, the Subsistence School 
at Chicago, and the Quartermaster Schoo! at 
Camp Lee. Technical school training should 
be performed by the Air Force for in-flight 
feeding and other technical problems of food 
service pertaining only to the Air Force.

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Naval Air in USAF 

Two members of Congress predicted 
this week that if unification of the Armed 
Forces is to be fully effective Naval Avia- 
tion must be made a part of the new U. 8. 
Air Forces. 

The statements were by Representative 
LeRoy Johnson (R-Calif) and Represen- 
tative John EB. Lyle (D-Tex) and ap- 
peared in the appendix of the final issue of 
the Conressional Record for the first ses- 
sion. Representative Lyle included in his 
remarks a_ detailed statement from 
Comdr. Allen M. Shinn, USN, (USNA 
82), whom he described as a “very out- 
standing naval aviator.” 

Merger of Air Forces 

Representative Johnson, a veteran of 
Army aviation of World War I and a 


member of the House Committee on 
Armed Services, said: 

“I think it is quite evident to men who 
are trained in air warfare, that this bill Is 





merely a step in the ultimate merger of the | 


Air Forces, under one head. The thinking 
of some of the leading airmen in the Navy, 
as well as the thinking of the leading air- 
men in the Army, is that to bring the maxi- 
mum protection, the Air Forces must be inte- 
grated into one cohesive unit. Modern war 
is all-out war operated on the main line with 
everything we have. It is not operated on 
the personal aide and Flag Secretary to the 
the conductors.” 

Representative Lyle declared : 

“It could be only 
vital interest of my country that I urge the 
complete unification of all our air power. I 
have the privilege of representing a district 
wherein lies one of the world’s largest naval 
air training stations. All of us are proud of 
the great contribution it made to victory, 
turning out 14,000 aviators per year at the 
close of the war. Too, we are proud of the 
unequaled and unparallelel part that naval 
aviation played in our ultimate victory. As- 
suredly it is not to their discredit that cir- 
cumstances dictate a reorganization of our 
armed forces which realistically speaking. 
closes the chapter upon their glorious par 
ticipation in the defense of our country. 

“The naval air arm, as such, has no future 
when the present bil] becomes law and all of 
the hopes and efforts of its well-wishers and 
friends cannot, with frankness, hold out 
promise for it.” 


Comdr. Shinn’s Protest : 

Mr. Lyle quoted Commander Shinn as 
follows: 

“To date, the Navy's formula for assuring 
continuation in proper strength of the naval 
aviation phases of national air power has been 
to insist upon Navy control of these phases 
of air power. This formula is wrong: It wil! 
not achieve the result, 

“Whether or not the armed service merger 
now pending congressional action is written 
into law, the United States people as a whole 
and the Congress in particular have accepted 
by now the proposition that there are three 
broad divisions of military effort delineated 
by medium of movement—land, sea, and air. 
It is not probable that the Congress will con- 
tinue to vote and the people continue ‘to 
support appropriations for air power in the 
Navy, together with appropriations for a 
United States Air Force. Nonpartisan, pa- 
triotic Congressmen, motivated by a desire 
to assure the people full value received for 
moneys appropriated, but perhaps not tech- 
nically acquainted with the various cate- 
gories of air power, logically will be inclined 
to favor aeronautical appropriations for the 
Air Force but not for the Navy. The people 
as a whole are so inclined, and this inclina- 
tion will become stronger as the need for 
financial economy in the Government be- 
comes more pressing. For a few more years, 
for as long as the magnificent achievements 
of carrier aviation in the Pacific war can be 
recalled successfully to public mind, the 
Navy may be able fo obtain substantial ap- 
propriations for naval aviation, but these 
will be obtained only by ever-increasing ef- 
fort and against ever-increasing opposition. 
The end result will be a gradual but sure 
withering away of the naval aeronautical or- 
ganization, probably before naval aviation 
has outlived its usefulness to the Nation, 
with possibly dangerous decrease of national 
security. 

“Another serious consideration in the future 
of naval aviation under the system now pro- 
posed by the Navy Department is the prob- 
able attitude of the Navy high command to- 
ward appropriations for naval aeronautics. 
The inclination of Congress and the country 
will be to favor the Air Forces in matters of 
xeronautical expenditures; this can and prob- 
ably will have the result that within the 
Navy Department itself necessary aeronauti- 
cal expenditures will be controlled and side- 
tracked in favor of expenditures for purely 
naval matters, such as surface and subsur- 
face ship development and operations, the 
reasoning being that appropriations for such 
purposes will have a better chance of being 
granted by the Congress. Moreover, the ob- 
jective of such appropriations would more 
certainly remain under naval control, where- 


in what I consider the | 








as naval aeronautical establishments might 
eventually be lost to the Air Force. 
“Tug of War” 

“As long as nava! aviation and the sur- 
face navy are contained within the same 
governmental agency the tug of war will 
continue as to whether to concentrate that 
agency's effort and spend such money as 
Congress grants to that agency upon aircraft 
or upon surface and sub-surface vessels. As 
time goes on and the Air Force becomes more 
and more firmly imbedded in the national 
consciousness as the national instrument for 
development and operation of national air 
power, the tug of war within the Navy will 
be resolved in favor of surface and subsur- 
face development. Naval aviation may well 
be strangled by the Navy, before it is 
strangled by the Congress, 

“A United States Air Force whose heritage 
is solely that of the present United States 
Army Air Forces hardly can be expected to 
have full appreciation of the background, 
techniques, and importance of naval avia- 
tion. With the best of motives, United 
States Air Force personnel drawn from only 
a part of the Nation's present military avia- 
tion must be expected to concentrate their 
effort on that part of aviation which they 
know through past experience, If the Navy 
Department succeeds in its present policy of 
insistence that nava] aviation not become a 
part of the National Air Force, we must be 
prepared to expect lopsided, partisan devel- 
opment of the United States Air Force and 
a continuation of the unhealthy rivalry which 
has existed ‘between the Army Alr Forces 
and the Naval Aeronautical Organization. 
How different this could be if the United 
States Air Force were to be formed from all 
existing branches of United States military 
aviation; if it were to be an all-inclusive, 
unified, nationa] agency for the exercise of 
all phases of the Nation's air power; if it 
were not just the ex-Army Air Forces but 
were, in truth, the United States Air Force. 





Schools for Dependents 

The War Department will ask the next 
session of Congress for legislation author- 
izing support of schools for children of 
personnel and adequate appropriations to 
implement such a program in the zone of 
the interior, United States possessions, 
and overseas. 

The Military Appropriations Act for 
the fiscal year 1948 provides for “primary 
and secondary schooling for dependents 
of military and civilian personnel resid- 
ing on military reservations in amounts 
not exceeding $100 per child where the 
Secretary of War finds that the schools, 
if any, available in the locality are unable 
to provide adequately for the education 
of such dependents.” 

General policies and procedures are 
published in War Department Circular 
206. The circular states that in the zone 
of the interior local public school facili- 
ties will be utilized to the fullest possible 
extent. Policies concerning oversea areas 
other than occupied zones and Army- 
operated schools are given as follows: 

“3. Certain oversea areas, except occupied 
zones.—The following general policies and 
procedures wil! apply to the following oversea 
areas acquired by treaty for permanent mili- 
tary use and /or oversea leased bases: 
Newfoundland British Guiana 


Rermuda Santa Lucia 
Jamaica Antigua 
Philippine Islands Labrador 
Guam Greenland 
Trinidad 


“a If an acceptable English-speaking school 
or an American-sponsored school is availab'e, 
its facilities will. be utilized, where possible, 
on a per pupil contract bais. 

b. Where no acceptable English-sreaking or 
American-sponsored school is available, or 
where no satisfactory contract can be effected. 
an Army-operated dependent school may be 
established within the limits of appropriated 
funds available, supplemented, where neces- 
sary, by local nonappropriated funds. 

“4. Army-operated schools.—The following 
general policies and procedures will apply to 
all Army-operated dependent schools, whether 
support is with non-appropriated funds or 
appropriated funds or both. Attention is 
directed to the fact that the War Department 
has a contract for services of the International 
Correspondence Schools, for military person- 
nel and their dependents, for one-half the 
usual commercial rates. 

“a. Standards will be established for Army- 
operated secondary schools on an acceptable 
accreditation system which will satisfy the 
maximum number of college entrance require- 
ments. 

“b. Instructional personnel paid with ap- 
propriated funds will be recruited and proc- 
essed by the Office of the Secretary of War, 
Civilian Personnel Division. Job specifications 
and requirements will be submitted no later 
than 1 January for the following fiscal year's 
procurement. 

“ce. Instructional personnel paid entirely 
with nonappropriated funds will be insured 
for compensation for injury. 

“d. The War Department will assist in the 





recruiting and processing of personnel paid 
with nonappropriated funds upon request of 
the commander concerned, 

“e. Appropriated funds will not be used for 
providing educational opportunities to other 
than school-age children. School age is de- 
fined as grades 1-12 inclusive. 

“f. Appropriated funds will not normally be 
used for providing education for children 
whose education is otherwise fully provided 
for with state (or territory) or federal funds 
other than War Department funds. 

“g. Commanders under this authorization, 
may contract for school services, facilities, 
supplies, and equipment up to, but not ex- 
ceeding, the total amount of appropriated 
funds made available to them by the War 
Department. Other sources of revenue will 
be used for services, facilities, supplies, and 
equipment in excess of the amount of appro- 
priated funds available.” 


Competitive Tour Policies 

Qualifications and policies governing 
assignments and training of candidates 
for competitive tours of duty under the 
Regular Army Officer Procurement Pro- 
gram have been announced by the War 
Department in Circular 210. 

Policies governing assignment and 
training of candidates are as follows: 

Policies governing assignments and 
training of candidates.—a. General.—Com- 
pany grade officers will be assigned general - 
ly to company level positions in uni‘s of the 
arm or service in which they are seeking ap- 
pointment. Field @rade officers will be as- 
signed to duties commensurate with their 
grade and experience. The War Department 
may direct that candidates be sent to appro- 
priate service schools prior to undergoing the 
competitive tour. No part of the competitive 
tour will be spent in status of student only. 

b. Procedure.—The following specific pro- 
cedures are prescribed for competitive tours 
in the zone of interior and will be carried out 
by overseas commanders to the extent that 
local situations and facilities will permit. 
Arms and services referred to are those in 
which candidates are seeking appointment, 

(1) Ground Arms.—Candidates will be as- 
signed to major troop units in the order of 
priority: (1) Divisions; (2) separate regi- 
ments, battalions, or squadrons; (3) replace- 
ment training centers. They will receive not 
less than 6 months training with the appro- 
priate arm at rifle company, gun or howitzer 
battery, or equivalent level in the arm in 
which appointment is sought. They will not 
be assigned to duties such as Army exchange 
officer, motor officer, aide-de-camp, etc.; ex- 
cept that officers who have had at least 6 
months service at company level in the arm 
in which appointment is sought within 1 year 
immediately prior to their entering the com- 
petitive tour and have been rated for such 
service, may be assigned staff duties com- 
mensurate with their grade and experience. 
During the competitive tour they will serve 
under at least three different commanders, 
a minimum of 3 months each. 

(2) Air Corps.—In accordance with cur- 
rent AAF policy on assignment of all AAF 
officers on initial entry into service, candi- 
dates will serve in assignments not above 
group or base level and will normally be as- 
signed to the lowest operating echelon of the 
Army Air Forces (the squadron) and rotated 
through duty in the various administrative 
and technical operations of the squadron, ex- 
cept in those instances where the candidate's 
temporary grade or specialty would make 
such assignment inadvisable. Rated officers 
will be assigned to flying units, Permanent 
changes of station assignment will be avoided 
whenever possible, and in any case the pro- 
visions of paragraph 1d, AAF Regulations 
50-59 will apply. It will be the responsibility 
of an AAF commander not below the echelon 
of group commander to supervise the rating 
and evaluation of selected candidates, This 
responsibility will not be delegated. 

(3) Finance Department.—Candidates who 
have not completed a course at the Army 
Finance School within 1 year of application 
will attend a 3 or 5 months’ course at the 
school prior to entering the competitive tour. 
Candidates will be assigned to post, camp, or 
station disbursing offices or class TI installa- 
tions under the Chief of Finance and remain 
on the same assignment continuously for at 
least 6 months of the tour. If eligible for 
foreign service they may be shipped for 
similar assignments. 

(4) Chemical Corps.—The entire competitive 
tour will be conducted under the direct con- 
trol of the Chief of the Chemical Corps. 
Candidates will first attend either the basic 
or associated basic course at the Chemical 
Corps School, Army Chemical] Center, Mary- 
land. 

(5) Corps of Military Police.—Candidates 
will be assigned to Corps of Military Police 
detachments, separate companies, or batta- 
lions (company leve!). During the competitive 
tour they will be required to serve a minimum 
of 3 months under each of at least two com- 
manders. 

(6) Transportation Corps—The entire com- 
petitive tour will be conducted in the zone of 
interior under the direct contro] of the Chief 
of Transportation, The Chief of Transporta- 
tion will assign candidates to zone of in- 
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terior ports of embarkation where during the 
competitive tour they will serve under five 
separate commanding officers, each of whom 
will render an efficiency report and an offi- 
cer evaluation report on each candidate im- 
mediately after completion of his duty as- 
signment period, Duty assignments involved 
on the tour will be— 

(a) Water Division—3 months: 

(b) Port Transportation Division — 8 
months; 

(c) Troop Movements Division—2 months; 
(d) Overseas Supply Division—1 month ; and 

(e) Personnel Center—3 months as a com- 
pany officer concerned directly with the han- 
dling of intransit personnel, ’ 

(7) Signal Corps.—Candidates who do not 
have constructive credit for the Associate 
Basic Signal Corps School (as determined by 
the Chief Signal Officer's Constructive Credit 
Board) will be required to attend the course 
at Fort Monmouth, N. J., prior to beginning 
the competitive tour, During the competitive 
tour each candidate should serve for at least 
5 months under each of two especially selected 
commanding officers. Every effort will be 
made to assign candidates to operating duties 
involving the command of Signal Corps en- 
listed personnel. 

(8S) Quartermaster Corps, — Those candi- 
dates whom The Quartermaster General] feels 
should complete the associate basic course 
or refresher training prior to beginning the 
competitive tour will receive such training. 
During the competitive tour each candidate 
will serve under three separate commanding 
officers. Duty assignments involved in the 
tour will be 4 months in each of— 

(a) General Reserve and/or combat divi- 
sion types of QM units. 

(b) Post quartermaster office; and 

(c) a QM class II installation. 

(9) Corps of Pngineers.—Candidates will be 
assigned to troop organization, battalion or 
larger, of the following types: 

(a) Combat, 

(b) Armored, 

(c) Construction, 

(d) Aviation, 

(e) Amphibious, or 

(f) General Service, 
and will remain assigned to the same organi- 
zation for the entire competitive tour. They 
will not be assigned to specialized units such 
as topographic or bridge units, Assignments 
within the organization will be to line pla- 
toons and companies in order to develop 
leadership ability. Candidates will serve 
under a minimum of two immediate com- 
manders and will have a maximum of three 
changes in primary duty during the tour. 
Those assigned at other than company level, 
as authorized by a above, will be assigned 
to positions which definitely require engineer 
qualifications. 

(10) Ordnance Department. — The entire 
competitive tour will be conducted under the 
direct control of the Chief of Ordnance. 
Selected candidates will complete the 3-month 
regular basic course at the Ordnance School 
prior to entering the competitive tour. Duty 
a during the competitive tour will 





(a) As instructors at the Ordnance School; 

(b) Duty with troops at Aberdeen; and 

(c) Assignment to Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Maryland, for test work or similar 
assignment, 


Military Justice Order 

Secretary of War Royall, in a letter 
21 Aug. to the commanding generals of 
all theaters and Armies and to Air Force 
commanders ordered greater attention to 
military justice administration. 

Following are excerpts from the letter : 

“Legislation to amend present Articles of 
War has been requested from the Congress 
and certain amendments to the Manual for 
Courts-Martial, 1928, are contemplated, In the 
meantime it is my desire that all senior 
officers, particularly those who have general 
courts-martial jurisdiction, give their per- 
sonal attention to the improvement of the ad- 
ministration of Military Justice. 

“In an appreciable number of cases the in- 
vestigation of charges required by Article of 
War 70 have been inadequately conducted. For 
example: inexperienced officers have at times 
served as investigators; full opportunity to 
develop the defense has not been extended to 
the accused persons in all cases; the use of 
forms for reporting investigations has oc- 
easionally resulted in reporting action by in- 
vestigating officers which actually has not 
been performed. 

“Defense Counsel detailed for genera) 
Courts-Martial have not adequately performed 
their duties in all cases. 

“Some cases are still being received in which 
extreme and excessive sentences are being 
adjudged by courts-martial and approved by 
reviewing authorities, 

“It is desired that reviewing authorities and 
other responsible commanders take active 
measures to insure that personnel of their 
command are adequately instructed in the 
drties connected with courts-martial. Schoo!s

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Overseas Officer Requirements 


The War Department has set officer re- 
quirements for overseas assignment for 
the balance of the year and opening 
months of next year. 

Approximately 210 ground arms officers 
(Infantry, Coast Artillery Corps, Cavalry, 
Field Artillery) will be required from 
Zone of Interior commands for overseas 
assignments during the months of Octo- 
ber and November 1947, and approxi- 
mately 200 for the month of December 
1947. This requirement will gradually 
increase each month thereafter until 
stabilization is reached at approximately 
400 officers each month. 

The information furnished commanders 
to assist in their planning includes 
criteria for selection and projected officer 
requirements for overseas commands. It 
is emphasized by the War Department 
that the information is not to be con- 
sidered as alert instructions, nor will 
officers submit applications for deferment 
as a result of the announcement. 

Except officers who are ineligible for 
overseas assignment under the provisions 
of Section I, War Department Circular 
Number 108, 1947, it is contemplated that 
ground arms officers who have the follow- 
ing months, or less, overseas service sub- 
sequent to 7 Dec. 1941, will be used to 
meet requirements up to and including 
the month of January 1948:

Return to Retired Status 


The War Department has ordered that 
ali retired Regular Army officers on active 
duty, with certain exceptions, be re- 
turned to retired status 31 July 1948. 

Following is the text of the War De. 
partment message 

“1. This message applies to all Regular 
Army retired officers on active duty except 
general officers and those who are occupying 
positions which are specificaily provided for 
by law. Retired generai officers on active 
duty are being returned to retired status by 
separate action. 

“2. Unless sooner relieved and returned to 
retired status under current policy all re- 
tired officers except those in the category 
specified in paragraph 3 below will be re 
turned to retired status on 31 July 1948. 

“3. Retired officers on active duty with the 
following civilian agencies will be returned 
to their retired status wpon being released 
from their present assignments with the 
agencies concerned ; such as Foreign Liquida 
tion Board, War Assets Administration, 
State Department and Selective Service, ete. 

“4. The officers concerned will be advised 
that the date of reversion to retired status 
will not be delayed because an individual is 
hospitalized. It igs the concurrent responsi- 
bility of the retired officer, of his commander, 
and where appropriate, of the hospital com- 
mander to determine whether the officer's 
physical condition in retired grade is such 
than an Army Retiring Board is necessary 
in order to determine whether the officer is 
eligible for increased benefits under provi- 
sions of Public Law 101, 78th Congress, upon 
his reversion. It is in the interest of the of- 
ficer to have any such determination as may 
be necessary made prior to 31 July 1948. 

“5. It is desired that each such officer com- 
ply with Section III, WD Circular 59, 1946 
as amended by Section III, WD Circular 346, 
1946.”" 


Use of Military Title 


A joint Army and*Navy agreement of 
policy for the use of military titles in 
connection with commercial enterprises 
is published in Section VI, War Depart- 
ment Circular 207, as follows: 

“1, Joint Army-Navy Agreement, 23 June 
1947, of policy for use of military titles in con- 
nection with commercial enterprises provides 
as follows: 

“a, Regular personnel, retired and reserve 
component personnel on extended active duty, 
officer and enlisted, shall be prohibited from 
using their military titles in connection with 
any commercial enterprise. Authorship of 
any material for publication shall be specif- 
ically exempted from this provision, subject 
to existing regulation. 

“b. Retired personnel, on inactive duty, 
both regular and those of the reserve com- 
ponents, officer, and enlisted, shall be per- 
mitted to use their military titles in con- 
nection with commercial enterprises. 

“e, Reserve component personnel on inac- 
tive duty, officer and enlisted, shall be per- 
mitted to use their military titles in connec- 
tion with commercial enterprises. 

“2. Pending revision of AR 140-5, AR 150-5, 
and AR 600-10, so much of those regulations 
and any other existing directives as are in 
conflict with the new policies indicated in 
paragraph 1 are rescinded.”

Air Committee Reports 


The United States should maintain in 
peacetime military air strength sufficient 
to lannch an air offensive which will 
cripple any aggression at its source, the 
Air Coordinating Committee advised 
President Truman this week. 

The Committee, established by Execu- 
tive Order 19 Sept. 1946, is charged with 
advising the President on aviation poll- 
cies and activities, 

“Ability to control the air and to ex- 
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ploit that control by air weapons,” the 
Committee’s survey says, “requires the 
coordination of all the elements of air 
power which include the military air 
strength, the manufacturing industry, air 
transport, and reserves of trained person- 
nel and equipment.” 


Emphasizing the importance of quality 
of equipment, the survey stated: 


“In order that the military air strength may 
he effective, it must always be furnished with 
the most advanced aircraft, armament and re- 
lated equipment, provided through a vigorous 
program of research, experimentation and en- 
gineering development. In air combat a minor 
difference in performance characteristics of 
aircraft and related equipment usually has an 
immediate and profound effect ‘upon the out- 
come of the combat. Therefore, successful re- 
search and development is a prerequisite to 
effective military air operations.” 


“The United States should develop and main- 
tain in its territory a system of bases and 
“facilities sufficient to permit deployment of the 
armed forces to meet the needs of national 
security. An important characteristic of air 
power is mobility. Provision must therefore be 
made for rapid shifting of bases of operation 
in time of emergency.” 


The Air Reserve, the report said, must 
he efficiently organized and thoroughly 
trained in the latest weapons, equipment 
and tactics, and must be adequate to fa- 
cilitate a planned expansion of the mili- 
tary air strength in being to meet an 
emergency. 


Maintenance by the Armed Forces of 
peacetime air transport services capable 
of furnishing the continuing military re- 
quirements for air transportation, de- 
veloping technique and methods appli- 
cable to wartime oneration, and expand- 
ing throngh utilization of civil air ecar- 
riers to meet an emergency, was also 
recommended, 


Following are excerpts from the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations concerning in- 
dustrial planning: 


“In peacetime, substantial money savings 
and more efficient military and production 
planning would result if aircraft procurement 
by the military services were based on long- 
range programs rather than the present year- 
to-year practice. Several years usually elapse 
between the first design and actual production 
of modern aircraft. After evaluation of the 
first experimental article, there is a time lapse 
of 12 to 18 months for fighters and 18 to 24 
months for bombers before initial production 
starts. Fighters usually remain in production 
at least three years and bombers five to six 
years. Current limitations on the life of funds 
perinit ordering only small initial production 
quantities. This results in aircraft being built 
largely by hand methods and without adequate 
production tooling. Approval of long-range pro- 
gram requirements for contract authorization, 
subject to annual review, would result in: (a) 
greatly reduced airefaft cost; (b) a more effi- 
cient and stable aircraft industry: and (c) a 
sounder base for industrial preparedness mea- 
sures.” 

“Industrial planning for mobilization of the 
aircraft industry is a vital aspect of security 
which must be carried on in peacetime. It must 
establish clearly the emergency requirements 
for air weapons, the production schedules for 
the companies that will design and build them, 
the required resources of plants, tools, labor 
and materials, and the means of providing 
those resdurces. Mobilization planning is, how- 
ever, no substitute for going production, which 
is the base from which planning must start.” 


“To insure uninterrupted flow of military 
needs in event of a future emergency, dispersal 
of industry should be emphasized and pilot 
underground plants should be established.”

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Congress’ Professional Staffs 

During the past session of Congress, 
advance conferences with the War and 
Navy Departments, plus independent in- 


vestigations, enabled the professional 
staff of the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services to advise the committee on 300 
bills and resolutions, 225 of which were 
Senate bills, 53 House bills, and 22 Reso- 
lutions, 59 of which were enacted into 
law. 

As bills referred to the Senate com- 
mittee reached the committee rooms, the 
members of the professional staff, con- 
sisting of the following former oflicers of 
World War I and/or 11, Maj. Gen. Verne 
D. Mudge, Col. Justice H. Chambers and 
Lt. Col. Mark H. Galusha, adopted the 
modus operandi of deciding which one 
should do advance work on and handle a 
stated bill. This method differed from 
that of the parallel House staff, each of 
the members of which handled bills re- 
lated by subject to each other. 

Biographies of the members of the pro- 
fessional staff of this committee follow. 

Gen, Mudge 

Verne D. Mudge graduated from the West 
Point Military Academy as a 2nd lieuten- 
ant, Cav., 2 July 1920, and attained the pre- 
war rank of major in 1940, and successively 
during the war the temporary ranks of lieu- 
tenant colonel, colonel, brigadier general, and 
finally major general, on 8 Aug. 1944, He was 
a graduate of the Command and General Staff 
School, and of the Army War College. 

Successive assignments placed him in the 
Personnel Division, WDGS,; chief of staff of 
the 1st Cavalry Division; in command of the 
5th Brigade, 2nd Cavalry. Division; and 2nd 
Cavalry Brigade, with which he went to the 
Southwest Pacific Area. 

The Division of which his brigade was a 
part participated in the New Guinea campaign 
and conquered the Admiraity Islands, after 
which General Mudge's brigade occupied 
Manus Island, second only to Pear! Harbor 
as a naval base. He was in command of the 
Ist Cavalry Division which shared in the op- 
erations on Leyte and Samar. Following this, 
the Division went to Manila where General 
Mudge participated in the occupation and 
cleaning up of the city. During the attempt 
to clear fortifications and caves of the Japa- 
nese, General Mudge was severly wounded 
by a Japanese grenade, as a result of which 
he was hospitalized in Walter Reed Hospital. 
On release from the hospital he was assigned 
to the Personnel Board of the Secretary of 
War. 

General Mudge has been awarded the DSC, 
the DSM, Silver Star, Legion of Merit, Bronze 
Star, Air Medal, Purple Heart, 6 battle stars 
and one bronze arrowhead on his campaign 
ribbons. 

Col. Chambers 

Justice H, Chambers, formerly a captain in 
the USMCR was retired as a Colone! from the 
USMC because of wounds received at Iwo 
Jima. He has had 17 years of progressive 
service in the Federal Government in the fields 
of administration and personne! with the De- 
partments of Agriculture and Treasury, and 
the Maritime Commission, 

Going on duty with the Marines in 1940, 
he was assigned to the Fleet Marine Force, 
serving with combat units throughout his 
service, going through all the grades to Bat- 
talion Commander. In the Guadalcanal] cam- 
paign he was severely wounded; following 
this he shared in the Marshall Islands cam- 
paign and at Saipan, Tinian, and Iwo Jima, 
being wounded at Saipan and seriously 
wouded at Iwo Jima. Cvlonel Chambers was 
retired from the Marine Corps in the Fall of 
1946, 
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Colonel Chambers was awarded the Navy 
Cross, Legion of Merit, Silver Star, and 3 
Purple Hearts. ¥ 

Lt. Col. Galusha 

Mark H. Galusha served in World War I 
in enlisted grades and was discharged as a 
2nd lieutenant of Infantry. Graduated from 
West Point in the class of 1923, commissioned 
as a 2nd lieutenant C.A.C. Resigned from the 
Army in 1927. Was Secretary to the Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts, 1939-1941. Was Com- 
missioner of Agriculture of Massachusetts, 
1941-1942. Served in the Army in World War 
11, 7 April, 1942 to 20 Nov, 1945 In the ranks 
of major and lieutenant colonel, in the Sub- 
sistence Division, Office of the QMG; Plan- 
ning Division of the ASF; and Operations 
Division, WDGS. 

Cooperating with the professional staff 
was the office staff composed of former 
Maj. John G. Adams, chief clerk; Capt. 
James A. Saunders, USN-Ret., naval lial- 
son officer ; Col. Frank A. Allen, jr., USA, 
War Department liaison officer; and as- 
sistant clerks, Dr. Walter 1.

Captain Covington served tor a uumber of 
years in destroyers, commanding the USS De- 
catur (341) from 1937 to 1939. However, the 
greater part of his professional career has 
been devoted to duty on various staffs, as 
the personal aide and Flag Secretary to the 
Commander, including Commander Train 
Squadron One, Atlantic; Commander Base 
Force, Pacific; Commander Destroyers, Bat- 
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tle Force, Pacific; Commander Battleships, 
Iattle Force, Pacific; Commander Battle 
Force, Pacitic; Commander Task Force One 
Pacific; and, lastly, as Deputy Chief of Staff 
to Commander Amphibious Forces, Pacific 

_ Captain Covington was serving aboard the 
USS California on the Staff of Commander 
Battle Force at the time of the Japanese at- 
tack on Pear! Harbor. Subsequent wartime 
assignments included that of Naval Liaison 
Officer to the Roberts’ Commission investi- 
gating the Japanese attack; Flag Secretary 
and Combat Intelligence Officer for Com- 
mander Task Force One, Pacific; District In- 
telligence Officer for the 12th Naval District - 
and as Commander of an LST Flotilla of the 
Pacific during the final year of the War. 

Captain Covington was retired for psysical 
disability on 1 June, 147, but was continued 
on active duty for his present assignment He 
holds the campaign ribbons of World Wars I 
and II, Navy Commendation ribbon and the 
Second Nicaraguan ribbon, .

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T just isn’t true that the Army wives in Italy are besotted and inconsiderate crea- 
tures who make life miserable for the enlisted personnel, as charged by Robert 
C. Ruark in a series of syndicated articles appearing in our country’s press. These 
women are a cross section of the distaff side of our people, and as such, have all the 
virtues and all the faults, all the charm and all the temper of their race. We happen 
to know personally a number of them, and we can testify that the “officer's wife” (ap- 
parently in Mr, Ruark’s opinion a term of reproach) is not constantly quarreling, 
or “sleeping off a hangover from last night’s cocktail party,” or permitting the chil- 
dren to mau] Pfe Jones or the dog to lick his face while driving them in an Army 
car to the beach, In spite of his assertions that the married couples are living like rea- 
sonable facsimilies of millionaires in huge apartments that here would rent for $1,000 
a month, and there only $105 a month, have three stupid servants, are using Army cars 
to attend ‘parties, and at the same time are saving money on their husbands’ pay, for 
which they should be commended and are envied. He contends they dislike Italy and 
Italians and that there ig “something” that makes them nervous, although Ruark 
Says thut what they have got to be nervous about he does not know. The obvious 
inference to be drawn from this is that they would prefer to live less “lavishly” else- 
where. Then he cavils at the nursery school established at Trieste which, he says, is 
conducted by a cold eyed sergeant of the Regular Army. He should know that such 
a school resembling our kindergarten, is especially essential in a community of Italians 
and Yugo-Slavs with feeling running high between the occupying trvops of hostile 
nationalities, and that protection for the wives and children can only be assured 
by Army guards, That Lieutenant General Lee, the Theater Commander, felt nothing 
had occurred in his command to justify the sweeping charges Ruark published was 
shown by his invitation to the Press to investigate conditions in his area and by his 
request to the War Department that The Inspector General make a thorough probe 
of the reports. The New York T'imes’ correspondent stated: “Although discipline here 
is strict and some minor abuses have been perpetuated by some individual officers, 
the management of the Army in this area gives no cause for serious criticism.” The 
New York Herald-Tribune correspondent saw, “Many officer luxuries and enlisted 
men’s complaints, but few differences from the standard of Army overseas practices.” 
The National Negro Press Association reported that colored troops preferred assign- 
ment to General Lee’s command. Amongst the complaints is the use of enlisted men 
as chauffeurs for taking officers to cabarets at night and their wives on shopping 
tours during the day. There is of course no suggestion of confirmation of Ruark’s 
charge of drunken women with hangovers and their mistreatment of enlisted men. 
As a matter of fact, the sole reason why wives of commissioned and enlisted personne 
were allowed to go abroad was to improve the service morale. It is the proud boast of 
the Army, the Navy, and the Air Force, that their women have made every effort, 
without being patronizing, but just American, to establish cordial relations with 
all their Service associates. With regard to relief, for instance, aid is furnished 
to a family whether its head was a commissioned or enlisted man. We know of cases 
where close friendships have been developed which extend over the years even when 
transfers have brought prolonged separations. If in General Lee’s command there 
have been abuses, such as Ruark has described, stern punishment should and will be 
meted out. But in the case of Army wives, in order that they may not remain in the 
public minds as the dissipating, thoughtless, and inconsiderate creatures Ruark has 
reported, The Inspector General, we hope, will include in his report a full statement 
of their behavior, and confident of their vindication as we are, we believe the country 
will have a better understanding of the great service they are rendering to the Mili- 
—_ establishment and to the country, and we shall expect a full apology to be made 
y Ruark. 


HE oldest of military arms, the Infantry emerged from this war, as from others 

in the past, with renewed glory and the appreciation of a thankful nation, only to 
begin again its battle against popular opinion that the soldier who fights on foot is 
outmoded by modern developments.

Today there are those who see no need 
of Infantry strength in an age of atomic warfare. Yet military men around the world 
know that victory in an atomic war will be achieved when the Doughboys, as part of 
the great team of all the Armed Forces, have seized the enemy’s industrial centers, 
mines, factories and launching sites, for by that means the enemy can be rendered 
and kept impotent. The Infantry Division today incorporates a greater variety of 
weapons and Is capable of greater mobility than ever before. Every modern means of 
transportation from motor and rail to ship and air can be utilized to take it to its 
selected field of battle and to get it there with the men fresh, and well fed and sup- 
plied. It is the Army's objective that every Infantry Division of the future will not 
merely be amphiblous but “triphibious,” capable of swift movement by land, sea, or 
air. While new arms have been and will be developed to exploit fully the products of 
modern science and industry, the Infantry retains its age-old position as a keystone of 
military power.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—In the important policy speech made before the Pan-American 
conference sitting at Rio de Janeiro, Secretary of State Marshall reminded his audi- 
ence, “that the state exists for man not man for the state.” Here was an expression 
of democracy which will not fail to register at Moscow. It conveys in a sentence the 
basis of American policies, and our purpose to promote it whatever the resistance 
offered to it. It was expressed in our demand that Russia direct Bulgaria to suspend 
the death sentence imposed. upon Nikola Petkov, leader of the opposition agrarian 
party, pending a review of his case; in our move to bring the Balkan problem before 
the United Nations General Assembly next month from the Security Council where 
Russia wielded two more vetos; in our emphatic objection to Soviet seizure of so- 
called German assets in Austria and blocking of the entrance of American relief sup- 
plies in the Soviet Zone of that country ; and especially in our determination to suspend 
adoption of the plan to withdraw our troops from Italy until Russia shall have ratified 
the treaties with that country and the Balkan states. Especially irritating to us is the 
Russian arrest of two American soldiers who inadvertently crossed into the Soviet Zone 
in Korea. We have demanded the facts about the arrest of these men and wil! follow 
this up if necessary by further demands for their return to our zone, The prospect 
is that Moscow will deem it prudent to comply with our requirements. 


An understanding of why the Soviet Union is preventing peace settlements and 
promoting world chaos is contained in the report on “Trends in Russian Foreign 
Policy” prepared by the Library of Congress’ legislative reference service for the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, as released this week. That report states: “The summit 
of Communist hopes and aspirations is, in the last analysis, today as in Lenin’s time, 
a complete change of the world’s political, economic, social and cultural setup, and 
at the base of Soviet foreign policy lies the desire to make the world safe for com- 
munism or Sovietism.” 

Shaping up in the newly created Dominions of India and Pakistan is a system 
of defense by which those populous and potentially rich regions may preserve their 
integrity in the unsettled world in which they have been liberated. Thus far, in the 
excitement of independence, not a great deal has been accomplished, but there is an 
awareness of the problem and considerable thought and planning is underway both 

_ In the Dominions and in the United Kingdom. 

As the states entered into their new Dominion status, their military systems were 
by mutual agreement operating under a Joint Defense Council to which both Lord 
Mountbatten and General Sir Claude Auchinleck were, and will continue to be until 
other arrangements are made, advisory members, It is expected that within a short 
time negotiations will be opened leading to the drafting of treaties or agreements 
between Pakistan and India and the United Kingdom as to what part the latter will 
play in assisting those dominions to build their defenses, what bases England may use 
tn those areas, ete. 

At present each of the new states has a peacetime Army, Navy, and Air Force of 
nominal size. With independence from Britain, they are planning to strengthen their 
military forces in size and striking power. In India, there is presently a standing 
Army of about 200,000 and in Pakistan an Army of about 100,000 men. In reserve, 
though not organized as such, there is a pool of approximately 2,000,000 trained men 
who served in World War II, where, despite India’s apathy toward prosecuting a war 
in which it was brought into participation without consultation, an Army of about 
2,500,000 Indians fought with distinction in the Allied campaigns in North Africa, 
Burma, Italy, and elsewhere. Both the Armies in India and Pakistan are short in 
officers experienced in high command, attributable the Indians say to the failure of 
Britain to eneourage their advancement. However, there is a large number of ex- 
perienced officers between the ages of 40 and 48 years who, their countrymen are con- 
fident, have the ability and, by reason of their wartime experience, the background to 
develop the new forces. The ranking officer of the new Indian Army is Maj. Gen 
Cariappa who is 48 years of age and has 27 years’ military service. Three other offi- 
cers of the Indian Army were promoted to be major generals on 1 Aug. 

Both India and Pakistan have small navies, but without any capital ships. The 
new states, however, have many miles of coastline and a number of shipyards suitable 
for construction and repair, so that it is likely they will undertake a program of con- 
struction of destroyer and cruiser type vessels. India’s Navy is manned by about 
10,000 men, while Pakistan employs about one-third that number for her sea-going 
forces. The vessels include frigates, sloops, trawlers, landing craft, and minesweepers. 

The new Dominions’ air forces are also small, and consist only of outmoded 
airplanes of British types—Spitfires and Hurricanes. India has eight squadrons 
totalling about 100 planes, and Pakistan has only two squadrons. Roth forces are 
mostly in fighter types. Although Indian pilots were trained by the Royal Air Force, 
‘India is preparing to train her own pilots, or, as is more likely, to seek foreign aid in 
establishing training programs. 
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Naval Air Transport Srvice—A check on the average monthly instrument time 
throughout the various NATS Squadrons has just been completed. Figures given are 
the monthly averages for April, May and June 1947. Throughout NATS the average 
for pilots is: Instrument, 10 hours; Hooded, 2.9 hours; Link Trainer, 1.9 hours; or 
a total of 14.8. NATSLant Squadrons are just above average. In the Pacific, VR-2 is 
slightly above average and VR-5 far above average, with a total of nearly 35 hours 
per month, over eight of which is in the Link Trainer. The other NATSPac Squadrons 
are well below average, as is also NATSAsia. Operating Squadrons have been in- 
structed to check carefully into Instrument Training procedures and insure that 
training of all pilots in this matter is adequate. 

A total of 873.4 operational hours was flown by VR-2 in July, making a record 
as the highest monthly total flown by that squadron since receipt of the Mars flying 
boats. Reported also by VR-2 was the accomplishment of its Engineering Depart- 
ment recently in making four JRM’s available for schedule. 

VR-7 is moving from Nichols Field to Langley Point, where it is expected that 
NATS will commence operations on 1 Sept. 

NATS provided field instruction recently for 32 student aerological officers 
ander instruction at the Post Graduate School, Annapolis. Capt. H. A. Spanagel, 
USN, head of the PG School, wrote NATS that “the most beneficial phases of the 
instruction were the extended flights from NAS Patuxent to NAS Alameda, and 
teturn, which were suggested and arranged by Capt. Donald L. Mills, USN. These 





flights enabled the students to gain an insight into aerological problems which they 
would not have otherwise received.”

General Bliss. Disease rates among troops 
have been unusually low during April, May 
and June, he said, indicating that the pat- 
tern of disease occurrence in the Army bas 
been consistently downward, 

As proof of the Army's good health, Gem 
eral Bliss stated that the rate of admissions 
in hospitals for disease during June 1047 
was 395 per thousand as against 705 a month 
for the war years. 

Non-combat injuries are also lower than at 
any period prior to 1945, with a record is 
June 1947 of 49 injuries per thousand as 
compared with 71 wuou-combat injuries & 
month during the war years. 

The number of patients in Army hospitals 
has been reduced greatly during the last year, 
From 95,000 patieuts last May a year aga 
the number has dropped to 39,555 this year.

An Editorial 
ITH his place secure in military 
fame, Lt. Gen. James G, Harbord, 
USA-Ret., passed into history 20 Aug. 





at his home in Rye, N. Y. His wag 
career notable for high distinction 4 
peace time Army 
service, in wuar- 
fare, and, after 
his retirement, 
in business and 
civie activities. 

Determined 
upon a military 
career and lack- 
ing the political 
pull necessary in 
the days of his 
youth to obtain 
an appointment 
to West Point, 
this graduate of 
the Kansas state 
Agricultural col- 
lege enlisted in 
the Fourth Infantry. From the rank ¢ 
private he steadily advanced throug 
non-commissioned toc ommissione 
grades, and ultimately to command of 
Brigade, the command of a Division, Chie 
of staff, and commanding officer of th 
Services of Supply of the largest Arm 
ever formed up to World War LI. 

When General John J. Pershing 
preparing to go to France he examined 
the records of officers and selected Majo 
Harbord as pecularily fitted to assist big 
in the organization and direction of th 
American Expeditionary Force. It wag 
task of organization and of training ¢ 
men who had never seen a rifle that w 
imposed upon General Pershing as h 
primary duty, and in his performance } 
relied heavily upon General Harbord 
When the opportunity arose and Genera 
Pershing felt that he could give General 
Harbord a command he assigned him te 
the Fourth Marine Brigade which und 
his direction stopped the Germans at 
Belleau Wood. 

Later General ITarbord was assigned to 
command the Second Division in the 
Soissons offensive, the turning point of 
the war. In order to increase the efficieng 
of supply, General Harbord much to bis 
regret and reluctance wag withdrawn 
from the front and placed in charge of 
the Services of Supply. Only General 
Pershing and the immediate few of bis 
subordinates appreciate how much the 
success of the American Army depended 
upon the work of General Harbord, Ip 
this service, his great energy, resource 
fulness and tact, exercised under many 
difficulties, kept moving to the front @ 
continuous flood of munitions and sup 
plies without which no Army can live 
or fight. In addition to his SOS duties 
the General was continned as one of the 
high advisors of General Pershing. As 
an indication of the relations, when the 
latter was bronght home to serve as Chief 
of Staff he had the President appoist 
General Harbord as his deputy. 

The superb work in supply which Geo 
eral Harbord did in France had attracted 
the attention of the business world and 
he was selected for the executive position 
of President of the Radio Corporation af 
America and with the cooperation of Mr, 
Owen D. Young and Brig. Gen, David 
Sarnoff this infant has hecome a giant 
in a great and new industry. After sert 
ing for some years as President of RCA 
he was made chairman of the board, if 
which position he served actively until 
relieved at his own reqnest only a few 
weeks ago, at which time, however, be 
was prevailed npon to accept the position 
of Honorary Chairman. 

Yeneral Harbord was a_ brilliant 
soldier, an outstanding battle leader, a0 
able executive, an inspirer of loyalty 
which ran down as well as up, as t 
enlisted men under his command fully 
realize, and a friend who never forgot 
that it Is better to give than receive. He 
belonged to an era in which the Unit 
States was finding its military spur 
and his use of them largely contribut 
to the development and employment 
the Army which brought us victory # 
1918. 

General Pershing once said of him that 
he was the finest officer he knew. A 
General Pershing now sums up this mae 
of genius as a Great American.

With the 2nd Divi- 
sion group was Mrs, James Carroll Frazer, 
of Washington, D. C., who was made a mem- 
per of the Division and awarded a medal by 
General Harbord for her work during and 
after the war, particularly her efforts in rais- 
ing the funds for the purchase of Belleau 
Wood. ; 

General Harbord married Emma Yeatman 
Overshine 21 Jan. 1889. She died 29 May 1927. 
He leaves his second wife, Mrs. Anne Lee 
Brown Harbord, two stepchildren, Mrs. Anne 
Brown Whiting and Lt. Col, Lewis Brown, 
all of Rye, and an aunt, Mrs. Catherine Oren- 
dorff of Heyworth, Ill. 

The year following his selection by Gen- 
eral Pershing as Chief of Staff of the AEF, 
General Harbord, at his own request, was as- 
signed to command the Fourth Marine 
Brigade. He commanded it in the Verdun 
sector and in the fighting in Belleau Wood 
and at Bouresches, during the historic stand 
of the 2d Division near Chateau-Thierry, 
which stopped the German advance on Paris. 
He was placed in command of the 2d: Divi- 
sion 14 July 1918, and led it in the celebrated 
Soissons Offensive. 

Something greater than physical courage 
was then asked of General Harbord. With 
his Division thrusting forward—with 3,000 
German prisoners and sixty cannon and seven 
miles of German territory to its credit—the 
General was ordered to report to Pershing's 
headquarters. There, closeted alone with the 
Commander-in-Chief, he was asked to re- 
linquish his command to take charge of the 
lagging Service of Supplies, in order to move 
ood, clothing, ammunition and medical sup- 
plies to meet the desperate needs of the men 
t the front. 

General Harbord’s organization of the 8.0.8. 
helped speed the A.E.F. to victory, and he 
remained in command of it until May, 1919, 
when he was re-appointed Chief of Staff. In 
August of that year, President Wilson named 
him Near East Chief of the American Mili- 
ary Mission to Armenia. 

During his war years, promotion came fast 
or General Harbord, A Major attending the 
Inited States Army War College at the time 
of his selection as Chief of Staff of the A.E.F., 
he was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel be- 
ore the Army reached France, Less than a 
year later, he was made a Brigadier General, 
nd after his great success in the Soissons 
Dffensive he was promoted to Major General. 

General Harbord received the following 
Distinguished Service Medal, 
J. S. Army; Distinguished Service Medal, 
J. 8. Navy; Knight Commander, St. : Michael 
nd St. George, Great Britain; Commander, 
Legion of Honor, France; Croix de Guerre, 
Tance, with two palms; Grand Officer, Order 
f the Crown of Belgium; Commander, Order 
of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus, Italy.

Funeral services for Brig. Gen. Elliott 
Cc. Cutler, 59, one of the world’s leading 
surgeons and a distinguished member of 
the Army Medical Corps, who died after 
a long illness in Boston, were held at 
Harvard Memorial Church in Cambridge 
19 Aug. Burial was in Brookline, Mass. 

A native of Bangor, Me., he was graduated 
from Harvard University with a Bachelor 
of Arts degree in 1909 and received his med- 
ical degree from the same university in 1913. 
Following his graduation in medicine he 
specialized in surgery and during World War 
I served with the Army Medical Corps in 
France with the rank of major. He was cited 
for his achievements in the battles of the 
Marne and Champagne and was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal. After World 
War I he became a member of the Reserve 
Corps. 

General Cutler, who lived most of his life 
in Boston was Moseley professor of surgery 
at Harvard School of Medicine and in 1938 
was awarded Honorary Doctorate by the Uni- 
versity of Strassbourg. He was a member 
of surgical associations in Paris and Rome, 
a Fellow of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, and among others he was a member of 
the American College of Surgeons, Associa- 
tion of Military Surgeons, American Surgical 
Association, and Society of Surgeons. He was 
Surgeon in Chief for Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital. 

In World War II he was Chief Consultant 
in Surgery, European Theater of Operation 
with the rank of colonel. He was promoted 
to brigadier general in 1944. After retura- 
ing from overseas he was retired from active 
service due to a physical disability. At the 
time of his death General Cutler was con- 
sultant to the Surgeon General and a member 
of the special medical advisory committee to 
the Secretary of War and head of Profes- 
sional and Medical Services, Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

For his outstanding achievements in World 
War II he was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal in a personal presentation by 
the Secretary of War in Boston a few months 
ago.

The formation of a $100 million com- 
pany to engage in foreign petroleum op- 
erations, especially in the Middle East, 
has been announced by 11 independent 
oil operators. Known as the American 
Independent Oil Co., the new organiza- 
tion will start with paid capital of $10 
million*and with an authorized capital 
of 1,000 shares, no par value. 

According to Commerce Department re- 
ports, Britain was the only European na- 
tion increasing its buying from the United 
States in June. British exports totaled 
$99.8 million, a five per cent rise, but 
United States exports to Europe as a 
whole dropped 16 per cent to $516.9 mil- 
lion. 

Foreign silver prices rose two cents an 
ounce at New York 20 Aug., the greatest 
daily increase since 11 Aug. The price of 
6734 cents represented a gain of five and 
one-half cents in ten days. 

Anglo-American discussions on rewrit- 
ing the $3.75 billion loan agreement 
opened in Washington this week. Mem- 
bers of both United States and British 
delegations indicated to news correspon- 
dents that no new loan will be discussed 
at the present negotiations. 

General Motors Corp. second quarter 
report to stockholders states that the de- 
mand for GM products continued at high 
levels during the second quarter. Regard- 
ing car and truck sales the report says 
that total sales to dealers and export 
shipments from United States and Ca- 
nadian plants amounted to 473,805 cars 
and trucks for the second quarter and 
924,032 for the first half of 1947. Sales 
of cars and trucks to dealers within the 
United States amounted to 417,416 and 
800,437, respectively, for these periods. 
A financial review of the corporation 
shows that net sales totaled $941,568,- 
274 for the second quarter and $1,746,- 
421,483 for the first six months of 1947. 
Net income for the second quarter of 
1947 amounted to $81,804,815. After pro- 
viding regular dividends of $3,232,077 on 
the preferred stock, net income available 
for the common stock for the second 
quarter was $78,572,738, equivalent to 
$1.78 per share on the average number 
of shares outstanding during the period.

The U. 8S. Coast Guard announced this 
week that it will make tests on breaking 
ice in the Great Lakes next winter. 

The Coast Guard’s Testing and Devel- 
opment Division has set up a new project 
entitled “Structural Strain in Ice Break- 
ing Vessels” to include an extensive study 
of the forces acting on a vessel while 
breaking ice, and the reactions in the hull 
girder of such a vessel. 

The Mackinaw, the world’s largest ice- 
breaker, and cutters of the 180-foot and 
110-foot class will make the tests. 

Engineering data gathered on the tests 
are expected to help in designing more 
rugged icebreaking vessels and to afford 
more economical construction. University 
of Michigan’s Division of Engineering Re- 
searc is being contacted to assist the 
Coast Guard on this project. 

Determination of the physical charac- 
teristics of ice will be a by-product of the 
tests, from which it is hoped to find the 
following scientifie data: 

a. The best hull form for breaking ice. 

b. The best distribution of structural 
material in an ice breaking vessel. 

ce. The minimum horsepower needed to 
break ice of a given thickness.

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G-4 Seet. Army Ground Forces 

(Followmg is the conclusion of the 
article by Brig. Gen. F. O. Boweman, USA, 
G-4, AGr’, the first portion of which ap- 
peared in the 9 Aug. issue of the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL,) : 

The Air Supply branch works very 
closely with Developments Section and 
with the Air Branch of G-3 Training 
Division of Army Ground Forces Head- 
quarters on all matters pertaining to 
liaison type aircraft and related items of 
Army Air Forces equipment. This in- 
cludes radio controlled targets for anti- 
aircraft firing. It makes allocations to 
Army Ground Forces units of liaison air- 
craft and helicopters and coordinates with 
the Army Air rorces the supply of these 
items oc Army Ground Forces units. It 
also acts as a records section of Army 
Ground Forces Headquarters for main- 
taining the current status of liaison air- 
craft and helicopters within Army Ground 
Forces units. in close conjunction with 
the Requirements Branch, the Air Sup- 
ply Section also prepares the Army 
Ground Forces requirements for purposes 
of budgetary plans of all Army Air 
Forces equipment, both standard and de- 
velopmeut type, which are used or con- 
templated tor use by Army Ground 
Forces units. 

‘he Requirements Branch is concerned 
primarily with the coordination in Army 
Ground rorces Headquarters of the prep- 
aration of reports or recommendations 
made to the War Department and Chiefs 
of Technical Services covering projected 
future requirements of Army Ground 
Forces units for standard and develop- 
ment type items of equipment. In con- 
junction wih G-3 and Developments, it 
is responsible for coordinating the prep- 
aration of long range over-all supply 
requirements within the Army Ground 
Forces Headquarters and determining the 
basis of issue of newly standardized 
equipment. 

The remaining subdivision of G-4 Sec- 
tion is the Service Division which super- 
vises the maintenance and cunservation of 
Army Ground Forces units and activities, 
and estabiishes the maintenance stand- 
ards for imspections. All technical and 
other military publications are reviewed 
in this Division to determine whether 
the maintenance and conservation mat- 
lers are tuily covered. 

The Maintenance and Conservation 
Section reviews the maintenance plans 
for the various civilian components of 


the A.my. Currently the maintenance 
pan tor the Nauonal Guard is being 
studied and federal installations re- 


quired for maintenance purposes are 
recommended to the Housing and In- 
stallation Division for assignment to the 
National Guard. 

The Inspection and Review Branch de- 
velops uniform inspection procedures, de- 
termines the inspection standards; re- 
views, anaiyzes and evaluates mainte- 
nance inspection reports to compute the 
maintenance standard; and also reviews 
such publications to see that maintenance 
and conservation matters are covered 
properly. 

At various times inspection teams are 
dispatched and personnel of this branch 
accompany them to installations in- 
quiring into any difficulties that have 
arisen which pertain to maintenance 
matters or any other G-4 difficulties. 

This branch has compiled in booklet 
form and published for tield use Standard 
srocedures for Maintenance Inspections 
which will insure that all inspectors have 
the same basis for their maintenance in- 
spections. This publication was compiled 
for use of the Armies’ inspectors when 
making command inspections to provide 
uniformity in making spot check inspec- 
tions on serviceability of equipment, 
training and ability of maintenance per- 
sonnel, status of maintenance supplies 
and completeness of equipment. 

‘rhe Service Troops Branch has the 
function of reviewing the location, assign- 
ment and activities of the service units 
organic or attached to the Army Ground 
Forces. This branch makes recommenda- 
tions on the organization and training of 
all service components of the Army and 
reviews all Army Ground Forces plans 
to assure that proper service support is 
provided. 

Requirements for civilian and military 
personnel to provide the necessary sta- 
tion comple)uents to support the proposed 
Universal Military Training, National 
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Guard and other civilian component 
groups are also studied, reviewed and 
plans formulated to furnish necessary 
support. 

Under the prescribed system each of the 
Special Staff Sections of the Army has a 
very definite role. In addition to being 
the staff advisors of all technical matters 
within the sphere of their primary in- 
terest they command the technical troops 
of their service assigned or attached tu 
the unit on whose staff they serve, They 
are not in any sense under the complete 
control of any one of the General Staff 
Sections. Bach one deals with G-1 on 
personnel matters, with G-2 on intelli- 
gence, and so on. On the other hand, they 
may not operate independently. All of 
their instructions to technical units un- 
der their control must be in conformity 
with the plans and policies of the Com- 
manding General and to insure this, must 
be coordinated by the General Staff. On 
certain purely technical matters which 
do not affect the plan or policies of the 
unit they may deal directly with their 
opposite number in either a higher or 
lower echelon. 

Within the Army Ground Forces these 
principles are observed. There is a com- 
plete understanding between the General 
and Special Staffs as to their respective 
spheres and no tendency on the part of 
the Special Staff to try to by-pass the 
General Staff. 

The G-4 Section, Army Ground Forces, 
deals directly with the War Department, 
Director of Service, Supply and Pro- 
curement, but with no other War Depart- 
ment director. The head of each of the 
subdivisions in G-4 knows personally his 
opposite number in SS&P. Though no 
commitments are made at that level, a 
great deal of information passes back and 
forth and much unnecessary paperwork 
is avoided. In order to insure very close 
liaison with the War Department, one 
Colonel and a civilian clerk have been 
left in the AGF Pentagon echelon. 

In dealing with the six Armies, the 
procedure is quite similar, The Army 
Ground Forces policy is to insure that 
War Department policies are followed 
and within the framework to allow Army 
Commanders the widest possible latitude 
in command and operations to carry out 
their missions. Their actions must be co- 
ordinated to assure a uniformity of in- 
terpretation of directives and of their 
application. 

The Technical Service Sections, Special 
Staff, Army Ground Forces, have very 
much the same relationship with the 
Technical Services in the War Depart- 
ment, and with the Armies and Boards, 
as the G-4 Section has with SS&P. 





Distinctive Insignia 

Pending revision of AR 600-40, the 
policy pertaining to distinctive insignia 
has been set forth in War Department 
Circular 204, 

As a means of creating esprit de corps, 
certain organizations designated by the 
War Department, such as regiment, Air 
Corps groups, and separate battalions, 
have been authorized to wear distinctive 
insignia. 

Following is a quotation from the cir- 
cular concerning the modification of the 
previous prohibition on manufacture: 

“a. Where approved descriptions exist and 
approval has been granted on a submitted 
sample, authority is granted for additional 
procurement and wearing without change of 
design. 

“Lb. Where approved descriptions exist and 
the manufacturing drawing haa received War 
Department approval, authority is granted 
to submit manufacturer's samples in duplicate 
for approval prior to quantity production and 
wear, 

“ce. Where approved descriptions exist and 
the manufacturing drawing has not been sub- 
mitted or approved, authority is granted to 
submit manufacturer’s drawing for approval 
prior to securing manufacturer's samples in 
= for final approval.

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National Guard Day 

President Truman, 15 Aug., issued a 
proclamation naming 16 Sept. as National 
Guard Day, reminding the citizens of the 
United States that the responsibility for 
the National Guard rests with them. 

-. Following is the text of the President’s 
proclamation : 

“Whereas the National Guard of the United 
States has been a bulwark of our military 
forces in struggles against foreign aggressors 
and the support of our people in times of do- 
mestie disaster ; and 

“Whereas the security of our Nation de- 
mands that the National Guard be fully 
manned, equipped and trained as a force im- 
mediately available in time of national danger ; 

nd 
' “Whereas September 16, 1947, marks the 
seventh anniversary of the entrance of the 
National Guard into the Nation’s service dur- 
ing the emergency immediately preceding 
World War IT: 

“Now, Therefore, I, Harry S. Truman, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, in order 
that we may give special recognition to the 
men of the National Guard of the United 
States who have given their services and their 
lives to their country and to those who are 
continuing to give their services for the se- 
curity of their country, do hereby. proclaim 
Tuesday, September 16, 1947, as National 
Guard Day, and invite the Governors of the 
several States to issue proclamations for the 
observance of that Day; and I also direct 
that the flag of the United States be displayed 
on all public buildings on that Day. 

“T also remind our citizens that a responsi- 
bility rests upon them for the support of the 
National Guard of the United States, and I 
therefore urge that all our citizens give their 
earnest attention to the units of the National 
Guard in their communities and assist in the 
organization, recruiting and development of 
those units in every way possible.” 

On 18 Aug. the President also issued 
the following statement in connection 
with the National Guard’s current enlist- 
ment program : 

“A strong National Guard is necessary to 
the security of the United States. Because of 
this fact, our military leaders have planned a 
new National Guard which will take its place 
in the national military establishment as a 
force in being, available for immediate mobili- 
zation and service. 

“In the little more than a year that the 
States have engaged in the rebuilding of the 
National Guard, more than 100,000 men have 
been recruited. This is a remarkable achieve- 
ment when it is considered that the National 
Guard was completely demobilized as its per- 
sonnel was separated from Federal service. 
But it is still far short of the ultimate goal. 

“Because of the importance of the National 
Guard to the Nation’s defense, I have pro- 
claimed September 16th as National Guard 
Day and directed that a nation-wide recruiting 
campaign be conducted to fill the ranks. Sep- 
tember 16th marks the seventh anniversary of 
the entrance of the National Guard into Fed- 
eral service during the emergency immediately 
preceding World War II. 

“The campaign will be conducted from Sep- 
tember 16 to November 16, and the National 
Guard enlisted man who is the champion re- 
cruiter in each State, the Territory of Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico and the District of Columbia, will 
be brought to Washington as the guest of the 
Secretary of War and will attend the annual 
Army-Navy football game in Philadelphia. 

“The immediate goal of this campaign is 
to gain 88,888 new men in the new National 
Guard, or a Guardsman a minute during the 
two months. I want to emphasize again that 
this is only an immediate goal. It must be 
surpassed, and I am confident that it will be 
surpassed, to the end that the security of the 
United States may remain inviolate.” 


To Press Retirement Bill 


The bill to provide retirement for Re :- 
ular Army personnel in their Wartime 
temporary grades, as now authorized for 
all the other Services, and to set up a 
retirement system for the National Guard 
and Reserves, will be “one of the most 
important bills pending before Congress 
when it reconvenes,” Representative An- 
drews (R-NY), chairman of the House 
Committee on Armed Seryices, told the 
House this week. 

Chairman Andrews’ statement was con- 
tained in a summary of his committee’s 
work which appeared in the final issue 
of the Congressional Record for the first 
session. Mr. Andrews gave high praise 
to his professional staff and to the chair- 
men and members of his 12 subcommittees 
who held 171 meetings during the session. 
Concerning the retirement bill, he said: - 

H. R, 2744, still pending before the House 
of Representatives, is another major bill 





which received careful examination in this 
committee before its report to the House. 
It provides a new, improved system for the 
elimination of inefficient officers of the Reg- 
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ular Army as well as for the ““tirement of 
Regular Army officers and enlisted men, More- 
over, it provides, for the first time, for the 
retirement of officers and enlisted men of the 
Reserve components of all the services, thus 
offering substantial inducement to reserves 
to perform continued reserve service for at 
least 20 years, This legislation, if enacted, 
is expected to have a major effect upon the 
readiness of the Nation’s reserves in the 
event of another war emergency. From this 
standpoint alone, aside from its effects upon 
the Regular Army, this will be one of the 
most important bills pending before the Con- 
gress when it reconvenes.
